MORE  HOUSING  FOR 
STUDENTS  PROMISED 

President  John  S.  Kyser  has  an- 
nounced the  approval  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  on  the  distri- 
bution of  the  $1,000,000  appropri- 
ation for  capital  outlay  granted  by 
the  last  session  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature. The  Board  approved  using 
up  to  $900,000  of  the  appropria- 
tion to  provide  housing  for  300 
women  students  on  the  campus. 
The  other  $100,000  is  to  be  used 
to  remodel  one  of  the  old  Navy 
barracks,  now  used  by  the  laundry, 
as  a  dormitory  for  100  men.  These 
two  projects  will  house  400  addi- 
tional students  on  the  campus. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  at  its 
meeting  on  November  6,  approved 
the  request  of  President  Kyser  to 
make  application  to  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  the 
sum  of  $1,150,000  to  construct 
dormitories  for  350  men.  The  grant 
from  the  H.  H.  F.  A.  will  be  fi- 
nanced through  income  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  proposed  women's 
dormitory  and  the  men's  dormi- 
tories that  will  be  built  from  the 
grant.
